care of communicable diseases in general hospitals has, 
in many instances, broken down the barrier between 
the general hospital activities and the activities of the 
health department. 

It is increasingly important that the health officer 
be familiar with the local hospital situation, its needs, 
its facilities, its problems; how it serves the people 
and the medical profession. In some instances addi- 
tional facilities are necessary, in others, better use of 


the beds present. The surveys of health and hospital
